AN OPERATION 


Death Came As a Decided

On the advice 
of his physician he entered the Mills 
Memorial hospital on the following 
day and on Wednesday It was found 
necessary to perform an operation for 
gaul atones and acute appendiciti.s. 
The late .Mr. Hughes failed to survive 
the o'peration, having corageously 
fought against the ailment until 
stricken. 

The late Mr. Hughes who has been 
the poiiular manager of the Pacific 
Sheet Steel company, since Its incep¬ 
tion in this city, leaves to mourn his 
loss, his wife, .Mrs. Alda Hughes, a 
daughti-r Plorence and a brother in 
.Mldilletown, Ohio'. 

Deceased was past exalted ruler of 
the Midilletown lodge of Klks, and a 
l>rominent citizen of lh;it city at the 
time of his departure for California. 

Funeral services were held from the 
Hughes residence this morning at 11 
(.’’clock, under the direction of Ucv. C. 
D. Kloss. The .San .Mateo Lodge of i 
Klks conducted the services at the 
chapel at Cypress Lawn cemetery 
where the body will he retained [lend¬ 
ing word from Ohio which may bring 
about the decision to shij) the remains 
east, (leo’rge W. Sneider and com¬ 
pany of San .Mateo are the undertak¬ 
ers.

It Will Be An Important Session 


On Monday, May 4, in the City Hall; 
South San Franicsco, there will be a hear¬ 
ing before the railroad commission when 
the matter of extending Orange avenue 
is brought up for consideration. This is of 
vital importance to the city and it is sin¬ 
cerely hoped that the commission will 
render a favorable decision in the matter. 
It must however, be borne in mind, that the 
railroad commission is guided mainly by 
the facts in every case it considers, and 
while no doubt that body takes into con¬ 
sideration public sentiment in various mat¬ 
ters, the facts in any case must be prop¬ 
erly presented and substantiated. The per¬ 
sonal attendance of citizens of the com¬ 
munity will have a good moral effect. 

The presentation of these facts rests 
entirely with our public officials and our 
public and semi-public organizations in 
co-operation with these officials. We be¬ 


lieve that matters are in capable hands 
still it would do no harm to have as 
large attendance of citizens on hand as 
po.ssible. We are of the opinion that the 
facts of the case and the documents sub¬ 
mitted will be the salient factor in the en¬ 
tire matter, and the i.ssue will be determin¬ 
ed along those lines but as stated before 
the moral effect of a large attendance is 
desirable. 

We have confidence in those in charge 
of the city’s interests in this matter and 
also we have confidence in the railroad 
commission in deciding matters from facts 
presented and substantiated. Let’s con¬ 
centrate on strength of facts backed by the 
strength of numbers. A favorable de- 
j cision from the railroad commission means 
' a great deal to our city, locally we realize 
I this. The idea is to submit facts so that 
I the commission also realizes it.

Heavy cement 
concrete shoulders will he placed at 
elttier side of tlie present iiavement, 
which will lie Ihlekened with an us- 
plialt concrete surtueing. 

When the [iroject, bids for wliich 
were Oiiened today. Is eompleteil. the 
i.’nly remaining unit of tlie Peninsula 
lilghway in San Mateo county not re¬ 
constructed. will he tile short section 
liordering ttie cemeteries where half 
of tile right of way Is oeeupled by the 
tracks of tlie Cnitcil Itailroads. 

A committee composed of repre¬ 
sentatives at the Hoard of Supervis¬ 
ors of San Mateo County, tlie San 
Francisco city engineer’s office and 
tile slate highway eommlsslon is now 
endeavoring to work out a solution of 
this pn.'Idem. It is hoped that the 
tracks may be removed from the 
streets. 

The proposed widening will be fi¬ 
nanced from the state’s share of the 
gasoline tax. it was announced by 
Chairman Harvey M. Toy, who point¬ 
ed out that one of the first contracts 
awarded by the present commissli.'n 
was one for the widening of the 
state highway in San Mateo County. 
Kvery effort is being made, he said, 
to widen the Peninsula highway to Its 
maximum traffic carrying capacity.

DEADLOCK IS 
NOW BROKEN 


Street Railway Company Has 
Agreed To Reconsider 
Moving Tracks at 
Cemeteries 

'What appeared for a time to be a 
deadlock in connection with relieving 
the traffic congestion at the Colma 
"Bottle neck" of the highway seems to 
have been broken. For after stren¬ 
uously opposing the mowing of its 
tracks to the middle of the highway 
owing to the heavy expenditure In¬ 
volved; the United Railways company 
on Friday, proctically agreed to take 
the propcsition under advisement 
again. The agreement was reached 
at a meeting between the Street Rail¬ 
way officials, the Southern Pacific, 
the highway commission, the ceme¬ 
tery association and representatives 
of civic organizations of San Fran 
cisco. It is stated that within three 
weeks a definite answer will be forth- 
co’ming. In the meantime, it was an¬ 
nounced by Charles M. Black of the 
Street Railway company, the matter 
will be thoroughly studied by the 
board of directors of the company. 

The principal entrance and exit of

THE ANNEXATION PROBLEM 

That a number of prominent citizens of standing in the 
various communities, and men who are very busy in private 
life, are devoting considerable of their time and energy to the 
question of political integration of San Francisco and San 
Mateo counties exemplifies the fact that the matter of amalga¬ 
mation or annexation will continue to be a live issue in the two 
counties. The advocates of amalgamation have what they 
consider excellent arguments to uphold their contention. On 
the other hand, the opponents of amalgamation are just as 
positive that they have sufficient grounds for their stand on 
this ver>’ important issue. This being the case, this publica¬ 
tion is heartily in favor of the “Study Convention” which has 
been organized to make a thorough study of every phase of 
the problem. 

It must be admitted by every thinking person, that at the 
present time the general public has but a vague idea of the 
entire question. This being the case, then it naturally follows 
that useless further enlightment is forthcoming it really sifLs 
down to an issue fought out by two factions. The one person¬ 
ally interested in having the two counties merged and the other 
opposed to the proposition, with the general public either 
swayed by spellbinders of one or the other of the factions or 
taking but a pa.«sive intere.st in the entire matter, owing to the 
fact that they are more or less in the dark on the entire is.sue. 
There would naturally be somewhat confused ideas on the con¬ 
flicting publicity which is bound to develop when two factions, 
for personal reasons, fight out such a large question. It must 
be considered that there are numerous angles to this que.stion. 
The .salient factors are: The legal aspect; the political pha.se: 
the selfish element; the pride of community independence; and 
la.st but by no means lea.st the effect it will have on our loca. 
commercial and industrial institutions. 

We contend that at the present time, no publication, or¬ 
ganization or individual can intelligently and convincingly dis¬ 
cuss the issue from a strictly public spirited standpoint. It re¬ 
quires money to carry on a research of this magnitude and in 
order to bring about the study as propo.sed by the ways and 
means committee and as adopted by the convention, fifteen 
thou.sand dollars are required to employ the Bureau of Govern¬ 
mental Research, an impartial body, to carry on the work. To 
make it really a question of the people and for the people; this 
money must come from the people by subscription. Seven 
thousand five hundred dollars have been subscribed to the 
fund by the San Francisco Chamber of Commerce and a total 
of fifteen thousand is nece.siiary before the convention will em¬ 
ploy the Bureau of Governmental Research of San Francisco 
to make the study. 

In order to facilitate matters, the convention has appoint¬ 
ed prominent men in the various districts of the county, the 
subcommitteemen for South San I'rancisco, consisting of F. A. 
Cunningham, Mrs. E. C. Peck and Andy Binding. Elsewhere 
in this issue we publish an official report of the finance com¬ 
mittee of the study convention.

parties responsible been as careful about matches and fires as 
they are in their own homes. Would therefore not this slogan 
b* the proper one to adopt? “Be as careful about fires while in 
camp or out in the open as •we are at home.” 

Millions of dollars each year are lo.st in forest fires. The 
United States Forest Service estimates that in the five year 
period ending in 1924, more than 200,000 forest fires were re¬ 
ported in the country. These fires swept an area of forty-five 
million acres of forest lands and destroyed timber and property 
valued at $90,000,000 exclusive of indirect and intangible dam¬ 
age to young growth, water resources and recreational facili¬ 
ties. In California last year, about half a million acres of tim- 
berland were swept by flames. Then again, look at the hum¬ 
ane side of the question. You would not deliberately pick up 
a little bird and set fire to it. You would not burn the cute 
little squirrels and other animals that inhabit the forests, but 
by your carelessness you really do these cruel things. You 
would not do it at home, so why be careless with fire when 
away from home? 

Just think it over before you go on that camping trip or 
outing this summer. Remember also, that it is much harder to 
replace a forest than it is to replace a home.

Cllf .Ifcepls Park Site 

At the adjourned meeting of the 
board of trustees on Monday night 
trustee McCaffrey, introduced a reso¬ 
lution accepting the 20 acres of land 
for park purposes offered by the 
South San Francisco Land compan.v. 
The adopting of this resolution defi¬ 
nitely settles the matter of the city 
acquiring a splendid park site. City 
Attorney Davis had slightly modified 
some of the clauses of the agreement 
submitted by the Land Company af¬ 
ter which he recommended to the 
board that they accept the tract of 
land. The principle clauses of the 
agreement are as follows: Said land 
and every part thereof shall revert to
